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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as stated in the last action, essential matter may 
be incorporated only from U.S. patents, patent publications and applications. Applicants have pointed out where "E. Coli JM108 
(pOM22, pOM21" is disclosed in WO00/58499 but this publication does not meet the requirements stated supra. This subject matter is 
considered essential matter since it discloses the significance of the results on page 7, and a brief synopsis of this information may be 
inserted on page 7, lines 13-20, since this information has been shown to be known in a publication prior to the effective filing date of the 
instant application. However, unless applicants can show that this information is also available in a publication meeting the requirement 
listed supra, they may not incorporate this information into the specification by reference. However, it is not seen that this disclosure of 
what E. coli JM108 (pOM22, pOM21) is discloses the invention. The claimed invention is drawn to contacting the hydantoin of Formula II 
with three specific enzymes, not with contacting it with a particular cell. The specification teaches that the hydantoin is contacted with E. 
coli JM108 (pOM22, pOM21) and there apparently is no disclosure that E. coli JM108 without these two vectors will not do the same 



thing. . 
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
